IDEE8 SPREADING 


Wisconsin Sets 
the Pace, 
and Other Western 
States Adopt 
the System 


MADISON, Wls., June 24 — “This 
change in the nature of the Wiscon­ 
sin legislature, due, of course, to the 
‘progressive program,’ means much, 
not alone to the state but 
to 
th* 
country at large,” says Rodney A. 
Elward of Casterton, Ran., formerly 
private secretary to Congressman H. 
B. Dahle of Wisconsin, in discussing 
the 
remarkable 
change 
brought 
about in ten years in the Wisconsin 
legislatures. 
“ For 
Wisconsin now 
leads in the development of econo­ 
mic legislation, as for a generation 
she has lead in educational evolution. 
Kansas. Nebraska anil other western 
states are slowly adopting the Wis­ 
consin system. La Follettelsm, un­ 
der whatever name you may call it, 
is spreading, like the abolition senti­ 
ment did a generation ago. Wiscon- 
1 sin. through its remade legislature, 
is setting the pace in remedial leg­ 
islation. Slowly other states, getting 
primary election laws as a means, 
are following its lead.” 
In this week's issue of La Toi­ 
lette’s Weekly Magazine, Mr. Elward 
finds a striking contrast between the 
Wisconsin legislature of ten years 
ago and today. Formerly the legis­ 
lature was composed of men “of lim­ 
ited knowledge of public affairs, of­ 
ten astonishingly ignorant.” Today 
the membership 
is 
composed “of 
bright, intellectually active, and ap­ 
parently independent 
men, 
largely 
graduate* of the university. On ask­ 
ing for the reason for the length of 
the recent sessions of the legislature. 
I was informed by one of the mem­ 
bers that it was because it was im­ 
possible to ‘line ‘em up” on import­ 
ant measures; they were so independ­ 
ent, Ninety day* used to he about 
the length of a session That was pos­ 
sible because the orders regarding 
each measure were sent from the 
powers in Milwaukee, the members 
w*re told how to vote, they voted as 
told, and went home.” 
The pictures of ten years ago and 
today as described by this secretary 
of one of the leading politicion* in 
the state at that time, is a striking 
contrast of darkness and light. In 
describing 
the 
sessions of a few 
years ago. Mr. Elward say6: 
‘ Nowhere In the world. I believe, 
can so clear an example of the po­ 
litical 
revolution 
which is slowly 
taking place In our country be so 
clearly measured as in the Wisconsin 
legislature of today compared with 
those of 1895-1900. Gone are most of 
the characteristics of the old days. 
when free bars were run In the rooms 
of the corporate 
lobbyists in the 
Madison hotels. Inconceivable aa it 
may seem to one who has been ten 
years gone, the very lobby Itself has 
faded. Now the men elected to the 
legislature seem actually to run that 
body. Ten years ago. curpulent. suave 
and domineering men, employes of 
the railway, brewing, street railway, 
and other companies from Milwau­ 
k e e , managed the legislature. Rail- 
way passe* used to he for sale at 
very low prices by the clerks about 
the legislature. Free drinks were 
nightly dispensed at the hotels in the 
rooms of these lobbyists, till the bar­ 
keepers of Madison complained that 
their trade was seriously hurt. Some­ 
times free bars were maintained in 
committee rooms in the capitol it­ 
self. 
‘ Gone are the wild nights, when at 
the evening sessions of the lower 
house, those who would 
not 
vote 
against a measure which was being 
killed by the lobbyists, were gotten 
as drunk as possible, so they could 
not know how their vote was being 
counted. No longer does the fat lob­ 
byist for one of the great railway 
companies occupy a member’s seat. 
vacated for his use by the member, 
and direct the deliberations of the 
assembly by notes ttken about the 
chamber for him by pages.”

“President Taft’s latest statement 
of his purposes, in a recent maga­ 
zine, makes it clear once more that, 
when it comes to the trusts all po­ 
litical parties except the Socialists, 
are at sea in the same boat. 
They 
see the same problem and propose 
to deal with it in the same way. 
This problem arises from the long- 
continued, steady drift toward mo­ 
nopolistic combinations. Regular Re­ 
publicans, 
insurgent 
Republicans, 
and Democrats propose to handle it 
by checking the drift—'breaking up 
monopolistic combinations that now 
exist and preventing new ones. 
We 
think this program utterly futile, 
partly because the country has been 
following it for twenty years, dur­ 
ing which time ever larger and more 
powerful combinations 
have 
been 
formed. 
It is only 
in respect to 
railroads that the country has made 
any progress 
whatever in coping 
with monopolistic combinations; and 
with regard to the 
country’s pro­ 
gress in that 
particular, President 
Taft says, ‘I am utterly opposed to 
socialism; hut in the powders given 
the government to fix rates it must 
be admitted that, in our relation to 
railroad corporations, we have gone

LA CROKE POLICE 


Declares that Local Officers 
Are Not Doing Their 
Duty Satis­ 
factorily 


In an address delivered before a 
fair sized audience at the old Y. 
M. C. A. hall last evening, Owen O. 
Wierd, president of the Good Gov­ 
ernment League of the United States 
told of some of the evils he found 
in La Crosse while making an In­ 
vestigation several weeks ago.Among 
those present at the 
meeting were 
the mayor, c h i e f of police, aldermen, 
clergymen, professional 
men, busi­ 
ness men and women, all interested 
in what Mr. Wiard would have to 
say. 
Although it was announced that 
the speaker would 
tell about the 
conditions in La Crosse, he spent the 
greater portion of his time talking 
about 
conditions 
elsewhere 
and 
what he had done In other cities. 
Coming down to local conditions, 
however, the speaker said La Crosse 
is better than other cities in some 
respects 
and worse 
in other re­ 
spects, but, he said, there is noth­ 
ing here that the cities need be ter­ 
ribly ashamed of. 
The 
evils 
that 
exist, he said, may be. remedied lf 
the people show that they are with 
those who desire 
to enforce the 
laws. 
Speaking of the local police de­ 
partment, the 
speaker said: 
“I 
found police 
officers 
during the 
night, walking the streets in pairs, 
because they 
were afraid 
to be 
alone. 
If we have policemen on the 
force who are afraid to he out at 
night, put them to bed. 
Four po­ 
licemen gathered on one corner and 
had a pleasant visit 
for about an 
hour. 
When they do this the pub­ 
lic is paying for service It does not 
get. 
When two policemen 
go to­ 
gether you 
are paying 
twice as 
much as you should and when four 
officers stand on the corner at a 
time you are paying four times as 
much as th® service is worth. 
“I 
found 
policemen 
drinking 
while on duty 
and saw one In a 
house of prostitution with a woman I 
at either hand. 
Now 
let me say 
that In order to get 'good police of­ 
ficers the city must pay good wages. 
It is difficult to get good men at , 
small wages and this applies to all j 
j other city officers.”
